Obama refreshes Canada-U.S. relations in lightning visit

Barack Obama swept 
aside eight years of 
jangled Canadian nerves 
and cross-border tensions 
Thursday, singling out his 
northern neighbour as the 
first choice for a new 
American partnership 
with the world. 

In a lightning visit de¬ 
signed to turn a fresh page 
in Canada-U.S. relations 
and tamp down trade wor¬ 
ries, Obama made ah the 
right sounds, including a 
declaration that “I love this 
country and think that we 
could not have a better 
friend and ally.” 

It was consummate Oba¬ 
ma — a charm offensive

the likes of which Ottawa 
has seldom, if ever, seen. 
And it was reciprocated, 
from the rock-star wel¬ 
come for his motorcade to 
the thrilled cheers of those 
who witnessed the presi¬ 
dent’s unscheduled hunt 
for souvenirs in the capi¬ 
tal’s B5^ard Market. 

The day was a triumph, 
too, for Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper, who 
found his level with Oba¬ 
ma in an expansive ques- 
tion-and-answer session 
with journalists, the only 
unscripted moment of a 


carefully scheduled day. 

Despite big differences 
in philosophy and style, 
Obama and Harper pre¬ 
sented a common front on 
issues as varied as the war 
in Afghanistan, reversing 
the recession and pushing 
back the hot-button issue 
of trade protectionism. 

Together, they an¬ 
nounced a “clean energy 
dialogue” aimed at finding 
technological answers to 
the twin environmental 
dilemmas of Alberta oil- 
sands and American coal. 

Obama called the devel¬ 
opment of clean energy, 
“one of the most pressing 
challenges of our time” but 


also conceded there were 
no “silver bullets.” 

Tone triumphed over sub¬ 
stance yesterday as Obama 
used the first foreign trip of 
his presidency to broadcast 
to Canada and the world his 
desire to “work with friends 
and partners to meet the 
common challenges of our 
time. 

“The United States is 
once again ready to lead, 
but strong leadership de¬ 
pends on strong alliances 
and strong alliances de¬ 
pend on constant renewal 
... That’s the work that 
we’ve begun here today,” 
Obama told a news confer¬ 


ence. 
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Alberta 
headed for 
red:Evans

Finance Minister Iris Evans 
painted a bleak picture of 
Alberta’s economy with a 
red paintbrush in front of 
the media Thursday after 
15 years of budget surplus¬ 
es from the Tory 
government. 

Evans says Alberta’s econ¬ 
omy will “contract” this 
year and the province’s un¬ 
employment rate will grow 
to 5.8 per cent, as it loses 
roughly 50 jobs a day. 

And with low oil prices 
eating away at revenues, a 
sinking global economy 
and a loss in Alberta’s 
investments, Evans said the 
budget this spring will be 
“predominantly red” as 
the province is now in a 
deficit of roughly $1 billion. 

“Even with the actions of 
this government, many Al¬ 
bertans will have tough 
times ahead,” said Evans 
during a news conference 
in the legislature. 

Evans said there is no 
need for the government to 
tap into its emergency sav¬ 
ings fund to fix the debt, as 
it will use unspent cash 
from the last fiscal year to 
cushion the load. 

“There is no doubt that 
Alberta is in a recession,” 
said Evans who added 
Alberta will recover in 
2010. 

“I am pleased the Alberta 
treasurer is not going to 
jail,” said Alberta NDP 
Leader Brian Mason. 

“This is a deficit, and a 
deficit is a deficit.”

Most of 
the oil from the oilsands is 
also shipped to the U.S. 

Obama, however, said 
his country has its own 
problems in dealing with 
greenhouse gas-emitting 
energy sources such as coal 
and said finding a technol¬ 
ogy to store all that carbon 


is a solution to look into. 

“So what we’ve heard in 
the last couple of days 
from President Obama is 
that he is clearly speaking 
Alberta’s language,” said 
Stelmach. 

“Balancing the environ¬ 
ment and the economy, in¬ 
vesting in carbon capture 
and storage technology — 
these are all the things Al¬ 
berta has been talking 
about.” 


Environmentalists were 
outraged by Thursday’s 
agreement between the 
two leaders, saying Obama 
is making a mistake in 
committing to an “un¬ 
proven” technology. 

“(This) won’t reduce 
Canada’s emissions any¬ 
time soon,” said Matthew 
Bramley, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Pembina Insti¬ 
tute, to reporters Thurs¬ 
day.

Man found stabbed in city's 5th homicide of'09 


Top court agrees 
to Briscoe appeal

A man found bleeding on 
a snow-covered front lawn 
of a downtown apartment 
building early yesterday 
morning has become the 
city’s fifth homicide victim 
of 2009. 

The 24-year-old man, 
whose name has not been 
released, was found by a 
passing driver in front of 
the Trinity B building at 
10720-104 St. at 1:30 a.m. 

When police arrived, 
they discovered the man 
had been stabbed. He was 
rushed to the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital, but 
later died as a result of an 
apparent stab wound to 
the abdomen. 

Police scoured the area 
for clues yesterday morn¬ 
ing, including a walkway 
running between a Mac’s 
convenience store and the 
walk-up apartment build¬ 
ing. They have reviewed 
surveillance footage from 
the store, to gather any in¬ 
formation that could help 
reveal circumstances lead¬ 
ing up to the man’s death.

lined with similar walk-up 
buildings peered from 
their windows, as the in¬ 
vestigation of the police- 
taped block carried on 
through the morning.

“It surprises me that this 
happened,” he said. “I’ve 
never lived in a place 
where someone was mur¬ 
dered right outside.” 


Details about the homi¬ 
cide are sketchy, and po¬ 
lice have not released 
names of any possible sus¬ 
pects. 

An autopsy had not been 
scheduled by press time 
yesterday. 


MURDER Canada’s top 
court has agreed to hear 
an appeal of an Edmonton 
man who is facing a new 
trial in the slaying of 13- 
year-old Nina Courtepatte. 

Michael Briscoe’s lawyer 
asked the Supreme Court 
of Canada to review a deci¬ 
sion made by the Court of 
Appeal that ruled in 
favour of the Crown for a 
new trial. 

Briscoe was acquitted of 
the charges in 2007 for 
first-degree murder, 
kidnapping and aggravat¬ 
ed sexual assault.

Expect Quesnell delays

Drivers are being urged to 
steer clear of the Quesnell 
Bridge, as a major overhaul 
to breathe new life into Ed¬ 
monton’s busiest stretch of 
road begins. 

Officials have called the 
project the “busiest traffic 
disruption” facing the city 
of Edmonton. 

Seeing 120,000 vehicles 
each day, the bridge is at ca¬ 


pacity, and in need of a ma¬ 
jor renovation, said Byron 
Nicholson, director of road¬ 
way construction. 

The plan to widen and 
add shoulders to the bridge 
will add about 50 years to 
its lifespan, Nicholson said. 

“Any short-term interrup¬ 
tions caused by construction 
will be well worth the long¬ 
term benefits,” he added. 

The westbound portion of 
the bridge will be closed for 
the next few weeks, as traf¬ 
fic is shifted to the east side 


of the deck. 

The project, which is 
slated to wrap up in De¬ 
cember, will cause delays 
for transit riders, whose 
routes will be adjusted ac¬ 
cording to traffic volumes, 
backups, and delays. 

Information about updat¬ 
ed routes can be found daily 
online. Additionally, digital 
messaging signs have been 
placed along Whitemud 
Drive from 50 Street to 170 
Street to warn motorists 
about possible delays ahead.

3 acquitted in 
reporter’s death 


A Moscow court acquitted 
three men of involvement 
in the murder of Kremlin 
critic and journalist Anna 
Politkovskaya Thursday, 
leaving Russia’s most po¬ 
litically charged killing in 
years still unsolved. 

The prosecution said it 
would appeal, but the fail¬ 
ure to secure a conviction 
for the crime, the most 
high-profile in a spate of 
killings, raised questions 
about Russia’s resolve to 
protect freedom of speech. 

The failure to solve the 
murders of journalists 
amounts to a human rights 
crisis, a European media 
freedom watchdog said 
Thursday. 

“The masterminds have 
never been put on the 
bench. The accused were 
not even the actual killers 


— is it not possible to find 
them or convict them? 
This failure amounts to a 
human rights crisis,” said 
Miklos Haraszti of the Or¬ 
ganization for Security and 
Co-operation in Europe. 

After a four-month trial, 
the jury said brothers 
Dzhabrail and Ibragim 
Makhmudov were not 
guilty of acting as accom¬ 
plices, and cleared former 
police officer Sergei 
Khadzhikurbanov of or¬ 
ganizing the crime. 

Politkovskaya, a 48-year- 
old mother of two who 
published scathing expos¬ 
es of official corruption 
and rights abuses, was shot 
dead in the elevator of her 
apartment building Oct. 7, 
2006, after returning home 
from the supermarket.

NASA spacecraft to seek 
out Earth-Like planets 


SCIENCE A U.S. spacecraft 
toting the biggest camera 
ever sent into space will 
be launched next month 
to scour our region of the 
Milky Way galaxy for 
warm, rocky planets like 
Earth that may also host 
life, NASA said Thursday. 

The Kepler spacecraft is 
scheduled to spend SVz 
years looking at more 
than 100,000 stars similar 
to our sun, seeking evi¬ 
dence of planets similar in 


size and composition to 
Earth. 

Kepler is scheduled to 
blast off from Cape 
Canaveral Air Force Sta¬ 
tion in Florida aboard a 
Delta 11 rocket March 5, 
the U.S. space agency said.

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Coverage doesn’t add up 



B laring headlines 
make it hard to 
miss. Canadians 
are losing their 
jobs and credit is 
hard to come by. So don’t be 
surprised if your bank or 
even your favourite retail 
chain starts pitching you 
about the need to protect 
yourself 

They’re selling something 
called credit balance insur¬ 
ance. It's supposed to pro¬ 
tect you in case of illness or 
death, or if you lose your 
job it promises to cover 
your credit card pa 3 mients. 

But after doing some 
math we started to wonder 
whose balance they’re real¬ 
ly trying to protect. 

The cost of balance insur¬ 


ance can really add up. The 
average price is about one 
dollar for every $100 you 
spend a month. So when 
you’ve got $2,000 on your 
plastic, you’re forking over 
$20 a month for insurance 
alone. 

Insurance expert Jim Bul¬ 
lock says these expensive 
premiums don’t pay off in 
the end, because if you lose 
your job, the insur¬ 
ance only covers 
your minimum 
monthly pay¬ 
ment, which is 
usually less 
than three per 
cent of your 
balance. 

What’s worse is how 
many people claim this in¬ 
surance is added to their ac¬ 
counts without their knowl¬ 
edge. 

Jodie Lightfoot, 27, has 
been unknowingly paying 
for this insurance on her 
RBC Visa for years, to the 
tune of $1,839. 

She claims her bank did¬ 
n’t ask her if she wanted 


this insurance. When she 
disputed the charges, they 
gave her a full refund. 

We commissioned an 
EKOS poll and found that a 
quarter of the respondents 
either didn’t know they had 
it or didn’t know it was op¬ 
tional, and fully half didn’t 


this insurance with credit 
card applications. 

While Canadian banks do 
have their own rules about 
selling insurance and fully 
disclosing credit card 
charges, statistics from the 
government’s consumer 
watchdog show the rules 
aren’t always being fol¬ 
lowed. 

The Financial Consumer 
Agency of Canada (FCAC) 
has heard from almost 260 
Canadians complaining 
about this insurance. The 
most common complaint is 
that it is added to people’s 
cards without their consent. 
But so far there has been no 
crackdown on the banks or 
retail chains. 

After we showed FCAC 
how some people feel 
they’ve been misled about 
this insurance, they prom¬ 
ised to look into it.

fixable by the city. That 
would encourage you to find 
out who represents you. 

The third would be that 
you belong to an organiza¬ 
tion that depends on the 
support of the city for its 
continued existence. 

The fourth assumption is 
that you’re probably one of 
the paltiy 26.8 per cent of 
Edmontonians who actually 
voted in the last election. 

This week, city council 
held a meeting on whether 
or not to create 12 wards 
with a single councillor. Ap¬ 
parently, only three people 
showed up for the meeting. 
The fact it was held when 
most Edmontonians were at 
work might have had some¬ 
thing to do with that. On 
the other hand, maybe Ed¬ 
montonians just don’t care. 

Voter turnout in our civic 
elections has always been 
low. In past years it has av¬ 
eraged about 39 per cent. 


The 26.8 per cent turnout in 
the last election clearly 
shows how unengaged Ed¬ 
montonians are in civic pol¬ 
itics. And who can blame 
them? Our city council is 
hardly a font of creativity 
and innovation. Why would 
anyone want to get in¬ 
volved with a city that has 
no idea where it is going 
and why it must go there? 

Maybe smaller wards 
would reduce voter apathy. 
Right now, wards have a 
population almost equal to 
that of the entire province 
of P.E.I. Some of them, like 
Ward 4, have populations at 
different ends of the eco¬ 
nomic and social spectra 
and veiy different needs 
and concerns. People in 


Glenora and those in the 
Boyle Street area are occu¬ 
pants of different universes 
and have quite different de¬ 
grees of political clout. 
Smaller wards might 
change that. 

Now if you think smaller 
wards are a good idea and 
that as the city grows we 
will need more councillors, 
abandon that notion. Coun¬ 
cil chambers can only ac¬ 
commodate 12 councillors. 
One more example of Ed¬ 
monton’s exceptional long- 
range planning.

Stressed Americans need 
mental soothing: Expert 


NEW YORK The U.S. govern¬ 
ment should roll out a team 
of mental health profes¬ 
sionals to soothe Americans 
anguished over the eco¬ 
nomic losses and encourage 
them to spend and invest, a 
New York psychiatrist says. 

Dr. Richard Friedman of 
the Cornell Weill Medical 
Center in New York said he 
is treating 25 per cent more 
people because of the reces¬ 
sion, with patients suffering 
from insomnia due to anxi¬ 
ety and some even being di¬ 
agnosed with clinical de¬ 
pression. 

“It creates a culture of 
anxiety and fears. So you 
are not talking about a 
handful of people, you are 
talking about a situation in 
which the environment is 
fearful,” said Friedman. 

“It’s contagious. Even 
people whose jobs are se¬ 
cure feel frightened that 
they, too, could lose their 
jobs.” 

The U.S. economy, in re¬ 
cession since December 
2007, is buckling under a 
heavy burden of rising un- 
emplo 5 mient. 


Data released Thursday 
showed jobless numbers 
rose to a record high in ear¬ 
ly Februaiy of 4.99 million, 
a rate of 3.7 per cent. Wash¬ 
ington has put forward an 
array of measures, includ¬ 
ing a $787-billion stimulus 
package, to revive the 
bleeding economy. 

Friedman said people’s 
anxieties need to be ad¬ 
dressed immediately and 
on a national scale. His an¬ 
swer: Replace assurances 
and explanations from 
economists and politicians 
with advice from mental 
health professionals. 

Fear of the economic cli¬ 
mate should be confronted 
in the same way as an irra¬ 
tional fear, he said. 

“Say you are afraid of the 
dark, you walk in a dark 
room and turn on the lights 
and see that there is noth¬ 
ing terrible there,” he said. 

“You’re afraid the market 
is going to collapse, you go 
out and you spend money.”

Federal green plan 
wastes funds: Report 


The federal government 
has been accused of not 
spending enough money 
on renewable sources of 
energy to reduce 
greenhouse gas 
emissions. Now a report 
from the C.D. Howe Insti¬ 
tute argues more than half 
of the dollars that Ottawa 
has committed to '"green” 
energy is being wasted on 
ineffective programs. 

The study says the Con¬ 
servatives, through their 
$4.5-billion EcoEnergy pro¬ 
gram, are “over-investing” 
taxpayers’ money on low- 
impact initiatives that sup¬ 
port biofuels, such as 
ethanol, but giving short 
shrift to approaches that 
would offer the biggest re¬ 
duction in greenhouse gas-

es at the lowest cost. 

“The least-efficient tech¬ 
nologies are heavily subsi¬ 
dized, while the most cost- 
effective technologies re¬ 
ceive limited support,” ac¬ 
cording to authors Roger 
Samson and Stephanie Bai¬ 
ley Stamler, both from the 
independent bioenergy re¬ 
search organization REAP- 
Canada. 

Attempts to reduce emis¬ 
sions through transporta¬ 


tion fuels have so far 
proven a loser, they found. 
Singling out biofuels, they 
concluded that every ton 
of carbon dioxide reduced 
through the use of ethanol 
fetches a government sub¬ 
sidy of between $295 and 
$430. 

By comparison, a subsidy 
of $30 to $60 can achieve 
an equivalent reduction in 
carbon dioxide when the 
money is used to generate 
electricity from wind, bio¬ 
mass and biogas, or supply 
heat using solar technolo¬ 
gies. 

The lowest cost subsidy 
with the biggest impact, by 
far, is energy retrofits of 
homes and buildings, the 
report found.

UBS, the world’s biggest 
bank to the rich, agreed 
late Wednesday to pay a 
hefty $780-million US fine 


and disclose the identity of 
some clients after U.S. in¬ 
vestigators accused it of 
helping wealthy Ameri¬ 
cans to dodge taxes. The 
deal had the blessing of 
the government and the fi¬ 
nancial regulator. 

Some experts say the set¬ 
tlement, a new step in the 
growing global fight 
against tax evasion, opens 


cracks in the country’s 
tough bank secrecy laws 
and could potentially un¬ 
dermine the $ 7-trillion 
global offshore banking in¬ 
dustry. 

Swiss newspapers said 
the U.S. authorities had 
cracked Swiss bank secre¬ 
cy, accusing the govern¬ 
ment of “capitulating.”

REVIEW Like Slumdog Mil¬ 
lionaire, Stone of Destiny 
takes a typical Hollywood 
narrative (the heist flick in 
this case) and transposes it 
to an exotic location (post- 
WWII Scotland). 

Based on the book writ¬ 
ten by the film’s protago¬ 
nist Ian Hamilton, Stone of 
Destiny follows a group of 
young Scottish nationalists 
in their quest to retake the 
titular rock; Scottish kings 
were crowned on the stone 
until it was stolen by the 
English in the 13th centu¬ 
ry. British monarchs have 


since used it for their own 
coronations, thereby mak¬ 
ing the English king, the 
king of Scotland as well. 

Ian (Charlie Cox) believes 
that reclaiming the stone 
will rally the Scots around 
his group’s cause. He enlists 
the help of friend Bill (Billy 
Boyd) and John MacCormick 
(Robert Carlyle), a professor 
and head of the Scottish in¬ 
dependence movement to 
hatch a plan for its retrieval. 

That the group recaptures 
the Stone and returns it to 
Scotland is both a historical 
and narrative inevitability. 
So the challenge for director 
Charles Martin Smith (The 
Snow Walker) is to suck 
viewers into the world he’s 
created, something he ac¬ 
complishes quite handily. 

Audiences know how 
this story will end, but 
they’ll be scratching their 
heads wondering how this 
band of amateurs ever 
pulled off such a feat.

Goddess of winter 



Goddess is the latest album from singer-songwriter Emm Gryner.

Once upon a time, Emm 
Gryner didn’t have to deal 
with winter. 

The Sarnia, Ont.,-born 
singer/songwriter’s 13-year 
career has seen her take up 
residence in locales like 
New York and sunny Los 
Angeles where the bitter 
ice and snow don’t quite 
fall like in her native On¬ 
tario. 

But given the choice, 
Gryner would sooner re¬ 
main stationed in the 
small town outside Strat¬ 
ford, Ont., she now calls 
home instead of such over¬ 
hyped havens of musical 
bustle. 

“1 like being able to have 
this small town as a base,” 
she says. “Fd be hesitant to 
leave that or be on the 
road all the time or trade it 
for something a little bit 
bigger.” 

Trading it would necessi¬ 
tate swapping those sea¬ 
sonal aspects she’s become 


so accustomed to. “It really 
defines us as Canadians,” 
she says, “the fact that we 
spend six months of our 
lives in this kind of a cli¬ 
mate.” And on her 
eleventh studio album 
Goddess, it’s that motif of 
winter that seems to un¬ 
derlie the often-bombastic 
blizzard of sounds on the 
record. 


While Gryner didn’t real¬ 
ly intend Goddess to be a 
“winter” album, she too 
acknowledges the theme’s 
apparent recurrence and 
says many of the songs 
were written amid the 
wind and snow marking 
the last few months. 

The record does, at least, 
reflect winter’s bleak, de¬ 
jected reputation. “1 just 


kind of felt like doing 
something a little more 
minor, with a few more 
minor keys, and a bit 
meatier,” she says. Fur¬ 
ther, many of Goddess’ 
songs are very personal, 
says Gryner, and the album 
divulges some of the sad¬ 
der experiences she en¬ 
countered when coming to 
grips with her life. “It’s a 
really chilling risk to take 
to step out into the cold 
and kind of reveal your¬ 
self” 

It’s also risky to attempt 
creating any record com¬ 
pletely by yourself But be¬ 
cause of the album’s intro¬ 
spective nature, Gryner 
opted to self-produce all 
components of Goddess.

It takes months of prepa¬ 
ration: Hours of fittings, 
matching, prodding and 
primping, all for a brief 
walk down a camera-lined 
red carpet.

1/2 tsp (2 ml) yellow mus¬ 
tard seeds 

1/3 cup (75 ml) distilled 
white vinegar 
1 zucchini, cut into 1/4-in. 
(0.5-cm) dice 
1 orange or red bell 
pepper, seeded and cut in¬ 
to 1/4-in. (0.5-cm) dice 
1 cup (250 ml) corn 
kernels, fresh or thawed 
frozen 

MEHTOD: 

1. Spray grill rack with 
nonstick cooking spray. 
Preheat grill to medium. 
Combine 1/4 tsp (1 ml) of 


sugar, coriander, salt, cin¬ 
namon, cardamom, and 
black pepper in small pot. 
Measure out 11/4 tsp (6 
ml) of spice mixture and 
rub into one side of each 
salmon steak. 

2. Add remaining 2 tbsp 
(25 ml) sugar, mustard 
seeds, and vinegar to spice 
mixture in pot, and bring 
to a boil over medium 
heat. Add zucchini, bell 
pepper, and corn, and 
cook until bell pepper is 
crisp-tender, about 4 min¬ 
utes. 

3. Place salmon, spice-side 
down, on grill and cook, 
without turning, until just 
done, about 5 minutes. 
Serve salmon topped with 
relish.
